SAN FRANCISCO 一 The US 
Census Bureau, after protests from 
Hispanic and Asian Americans，

COURTLAND，Ca, 一 Almost 
one hundred years ago, the Sacra- 
mento Delta Region was swamPp 
.land with pockets of small farming 
communities, At that time， Iany 
Chinese immigrants came to the 
area to Work as farm 1laborers. 
Many of them were from Jong 
Shan and neighboring Provinces. 
There were so many from this 
province of Cuangdong, that Dr， 
Sun Yat-Sen，a Jong Shan clans- 
men and the father of the Chinese 
Republic， came here to raise 
Imoney to overthrow the Ch'ing 
Dynasty， With the _ financial 
SUPport he: obtained from his 
kinsmen in California，Dr，Sun 
Yat-Sen raised enough money to 
buy ten airplanes to be sent to 
China. 

These Planes were stored in a 
wharf near the small town of 
Courtland，and before they could 
be shipped to China，and myster- 
ious fire occurred which destroyed 
all the planes. To this day，there 
isnt an explanation for this

The Nationalist government in 
Taiwan qid eventually recognize 
the contributions of Chinese from 
the Delta to Dr，Sun's 1911 
revolution，and a plaque was 
donated honoring the people of 
Courtland，Today，this plaque 
can be seen at the Taiwan 
museunmn .

INS Seizes 


92 Vehicles in 
Six Weeks 


WASHINGTON 一 Acting 
under legislation new this year the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) has seized 92 
vehicles in the past six weeks for 
possible forfeiture because the 
vehicles were used in smuggling or 
transDorting undocumented 
aliens. 

INS Commissioner Leonel Cas- 
tillo said that the seizures in- 
cluded: an 18-wheel tractor-trail- 
er rig. in which 37 aliens Were 
concealed; two horses and the 
horse carrier in which they were 
being transported along with nine 
undocumented aliens; a 23-foot 
boat in which 12 Colombian 
undocumenteds were being trans- 
ported; two motor homes; 3a 
variety of pickup trucks with 
camper shells, as well as numerous 
sedans， including ，a ”Mercedes- 
Benz. The majority of the seizures 
occlUrred in Southern California; 
although vehicles have been 
impounded in many locations，in= 
cluding near the Canadian Border 
in Northern New York State. 

SEIZURES 

Arrested at the time of the 
vehicle seizures ， were ”undocu- 
mented aliens who were being 
either smuggled into the US or 
unlawfully transported in this 
couUntry. 

A new law enacted by the 95th 
Congress grants INS long sought 
authority to seize any vehicle， 
vessel OF aircraft .for possible 
forfeiture when it is_ used in_ the 
commission of a violation of the 
alien smuggling statute、Many of 
the seizures Over the past several 
weeks involved vehicles which INS 
officers have encountered in 
previous smuggling operations， 
some of them several times. Pre- 
viously they had to be returned to 
the violators becatuse they lacked 
seizure authority. 

“Many of the vehicles are 
expensive and specially equipped 
for smuggling of people,”Castillo 
said.“So seizure of the vehicles is 
certain to have a deterrent effect 
on the smugglers，he said， 辆
